A CORRESPONDENT VISITS 
IT. 


icebergs, Forests, Mountains, Snows, 


and Other SiffhtB Along 


the Way. 


EDITOR 
BBI-DIJIJCAN :—Boarding tho 


ixctmiion eteamer Queen at 2 p.m. July 
14th, wo started out ol Juneau for a 
-rip of Rlaeler eight seeing. Our course 
took us around Douglas island. Tho 
;reat Tread well mill's chlorination 
works sent columns of smoke floating 
down to the water, and wreathing them- 
selves tn tbe dense forest of that treas- 
ure island. Tbe great quartz lead shows 
.ike a gaping wound in the mountain's 
Bide, and we hear the boom of blasts 
and the constant roar of the 240-atatnp 
mill, as it fills the air with ita distant, 
constant undertone down this azure 
reach of waterfl: around tbe wooded 
irow of the island and coast up its 
western shore. We soon reach Lyon 
canal, and on up ita smooth, glassy 
waters, deep, dark, beautifully blue. 
The landscape delight is constantly in- 
creasing; snow-crowned mountain peaks 
are towering heavenward, and occasion- 
illy from some canyon htandsthe yawn- 
"ng face of a glacier, glittering under 
,be raya of a bright, soft sunshine, 
seemingly inviting us to come up and 
coininunu with nature in her most 
charming garb. 


At 7 p.m. we reached tho massive but 


picturesque Davidson glacier. But on 
we glide for a few miles aud the liord 
becomes too narrow and shallow fur 
large steamers, and with a tantalizing 
peep at the lofty Chilicat range of 
mountains tho ship made a graceful 
curve and around wo went back towards 
Glacier bay. The air waa thin, keen 
and sharp when at 5 o'clock next morn- 
ing wo entered Glacier bay. The sun 
was shining brightly and the water was 
covered wilh icebergs, tho tops of which 
are chiseled by nature's artist into 
groups of fantastic statuary of endless 
variety. 


Ou up tho green and muddy wa- 


ters of Glacier Bay the steamer pur- 
sues ita tlivious way, turning this way 
and that, swinging nnd circling to escape 
tlio huge hergs that are floating around 
UH, As tho curly sun streamed on thesis 
icebergs they beciuno prisms, jewels, 
8now white ut times, or bluo aa torqnoia, 
or oflcn green; Humetimea they would 
lloiit cnreleeaiy by until crossing the 
sun's rays, then flume up suddenly, and 
become a huiio golden and smoky topaz, 
flunhiug prismatic lighlu from every 
splintered 
euge. 
Suddenly wo are 


Btopped. All look forward, and our 
way ia blocked by u solid wall of ice 
near 30J feet high, and extending across 
Die bay. This is the grunt Mulr glacier, 
named for our California Ecumliul, John 
Muir. It extends 300 feet above tin, 
water, 400 feul below, and ifi nearly two 
miles wide, and rises higher, and ex- 
tenda buck aa far aa the eye can m'o. 


Slowly und more slowly, the ataumcr 


advanced. H Honied on until we were 
within a few hundred feet of tho tower- 
ing ice wall. Tho rumble, cruel; and 
snap of the tco world was frightfully 
near, and the broken anil top-heavy 
masses seemed uvery iiitmiU) ready to 
fall. Here—in tho center of tlifa ice- 
rivcr, wheru thu greatest pressure had 
been exerted—is whore tho ice aaaumed 
the greatest range of colors, from HIIUW 
while to the deepest and darkest indigo. 
Wo only piiuau hero in Una enchanted 
danger spot for a few minutes, and then 
the 'Queen, with a graceful curve, re- 
treats and anchors a half-mile distant, 
anil tho email and roar from the glacial 
front is deadened hy the at nil us ol 
music wafted out on tho crisp man ' 
brce/.u. " 'Tin tbe poor man's piiu 
(breakfast gong.) 


Wo hurriedly ale our breakfast and 


while tlio boats were being got ready 
for launching wo filood and watched UK 
great manses of ice aa they plunged oil 
from Die glacier's front. They would go 
down out uf bight and l»i gone for bec- 
onde, then appear with a high bound, 
then go down soon to reappear, but nol 
ignite so high, nnd this was repeated 
until tho great ice berg gradually came 
to reel, and went floating oft to join ita 
aistcr bergs in their silent march to the 
south, i'bo falling of each berg into thu 
bay was like the roar of a mighty can- 
non, and it echoed ami re-echoed to dia- 
linctly and the roar waa go constant that 
one would think that two armies were 
engaged in battle. 


The bouts were lowered and 100 eager 


tourists began their 
march up the 


glacial moraine. A walk of a half mile 
brings us to the edge of the glacier. Wo 
croBs quite a large stream ol water on a 
narrow bridge of ice and begin the as- 
cent of the great fll.nir glacier. Thia is 
one of the live glaciers which dip tbci 
feet in Glticior bay. Wo begin our at 
cent at the southeast end. The first 
half mile is easy climbing, about a 20 
degree grade, over clear while ice with 
not a peblile in one's way. But the ice 
is slippery and rubbers should be worn, 
and an alpine stock provided. We now 
begin to Und our way blocked by crev- 
asses, which are dilliculL to cross, and 
great deep yawning chasms meet us. 
\Vo work our way around and across 
them as best we can and climb on and 
011. We come to crevasses whosedepths 
are lost in darkness. We hear the 
gurgling of wtuera beneath us as it 
lorces iia way to tho etna.. Some of these 
crevasses aro BO narrow wo can jump 
acro-sa, others form impassible harriers. 
It would almost be worth one's life to 
attempt to cross these. We go around. 
Our march ia ou and up until from 
fatigue our party lias dwindled down to 
a half do/,en. 


We pause and look. The side of the 


glacier ia smooth, but the center is al 
broken with chasms and great high 
pinacles which rise and aparkle in the 
sun. The average movement of this 
stream of ice, as reported by Professor 
G. Frederick Wright of Oberlin, Ohio, 
is forty feet per day, seventy fei:t in the 
center and ten feet at tho margin. Tho 
glacier is fast receding, as appears from 
the fact that on the cast aide there is n 
lateral moraine extending more than a 
mile from ita present position. 


Our party all refuse to climb any 


ligher except your humble servant and 
my lone companion. 
We- turn to the 


right, leave tbe glacter and climb up the 
bldeiif a hiitli mountain. Oh wo climb 
until wo got a view that takes in the 
whole country. North and in front 
*ies the glacier, extending back twenty 
nilesto the foot of the white mountains. 
A great plateau of ice runs out into 
every valley, with as many arms as an 
lutomis, twining around and holding in 
ts icy embrace tho mountain peaks on 
every eide. To the west aro Mount : 
Pair weather, Mount Crillon and Mount 
Jrouse, towering up 15,000 feet with 
iheir heads clothed in eternal snow, 
with the great chain of the Fairweather 
alps beyond. To tho east the mountains 
are broken. It looks like a surging 
ocean, mountain 
rising high above 


mountain until their snow capped sum- 
mits die away in the blue ether beyond. 
To tho south lies the beautiful glacier 
jay, with its unbroken line of icebergs 
marching out in 
solemn procession 


miles and miles away. We sit and gace 
for an hour. Not a word is spoken. 
Dh, what a wonderful night! This ia 
the climax of our trip. Our souls take 
on the wings of inspiration, and we are 
tilled with wonder, with awe, with .ad- 
miration as wo gaze out ou this scene of 
nature. 


But tho steamer's whistle warns UB 


that we liavo already stayed too long, 
and we tear ourselves away from this 
enchanted spot, and hastening back to 
tho steamer, after a six 'hours' trip, we 
Gnd ourselves moving back down Gla- 
cier bay. After lunch and five hours' 
run down Chatham straits, the Queen 
incliors in the halibut fishing grounds, 
in front of tbe Indian village of Kil- 
lisno. The boats are again lowered, lish 
Lackle provided, and every one who 
wishes to do BO goes fishing. 
About 


forty availed themselves of tho oppor- 
tunity, and in two hours returned with 
over a ton of nice fish. Again we arc 
under steam, but tired from the day's 
excitement we are soon in our state- 
rooms asleep, mid next morning when 
we awoke tho Queen was tied up at tho 
wharf in front of the quaint but his- 
toric old town of Sitka,
